It is that practice, which hath 
been conſtantly purſued the late war, of 
buying ordinary French and Spaniſh 
Brandy, as well as the inferior rum of the 
Weſt- Indies, for, the uſe of the Navy, in- 
ſtead of the Corn Brandy of England. 
1000 tons, making 250,000 gallons of 
this Brandy and Rum, have been bought 
yearly the laſt war, for the uſe of. the 
Navy, victualling. and tranſport-ſervice, 
at the price « of 38. 6d, to 48, 6d, per gal-

tons of better Brandy, made from Corn in 
England, might have been purchaſed: for 
25,0001. and the money kept at home.
